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REASONS 77 umbly Offered to the Honourable ouſe of Commons, 
That the Refiners of England maybe Enabled, by a further Draw-back, to afford their Sugars, on Exportation, as Cheap as Foreigners. 


EXT 'to the Woollen ManufaQure, Poſſibly there-may not be any in this Kingdom, that better deſerves 
the Regards of this Honourable Houſe, than that of Refining of Sugars ; for that it is ſo aptly adapted 
to promote many other ManufaQures, and more eſpecially the Increaſe of Navigation. 

The high Efteem Foreigners have for it, 1s Evident, 1in that it hath Obtained and Increaſed in moſt 
Foreign Parts: And more eſpecially in Holland and Hamburgh, where the firſt hath near three times, 
and the latter near twice the Number of Refining Houſes, that we have 1n England. And yet the firſt hath but one 
Sugar Plantation, and that a very ſorry one, of its own ; and the Hamburgers, &c. none, but have their Supplies for 
:the moſt part from Hence ; and which makes to them a great Branch of their Irade and Navigation. 

The ManufaQuring of Sugars in Foreign Parts had its Riſe and Growth, chiefly from the great Draw-backs allow- 
ed upon Brown and Unrefined, and that at Home, its Diſcouragements, by having none, upon Refined Sugars, upon 
Exportation, until lately, a very ſmall One. And as this is the main Reaſon of its Flouriſhing abroad, and Declen- 
*fion-at Home, it's Humbly Hoped, This Honourable Houſe will Vouchſafe a Remedy for it. 

The Draw-backs ( as now they are) ftand thus, 01z. 

-Upon Exportation of Brown or Muſcovado Sugar, 2 5s. 3d. per Hundred. 

* Plantation White-Sugar, 7 s. 6 d. « 
© Engliſh Refined-Sugar, 3 s. Whereof 6 d. per Hundred is paid, as required by 

'the Book of Rates : So that the Englih Retiner hath but 2 s. 6 d. which 1s but 3 d. per Hundred more than the Foreigner 

hath upon every Hundred of Brown : And there goes three Hundred off Brown,to produce one Hundred of Refined ; 
and conſequently the due Proportion is 6 s. 9 d. each Hundred of Refined. 

To allow the Native Manufacturers, or Refiners, ſuch a Draw-back, as may put them ( at leaſt) upon a Level 
with the Foreign Refiners, is that which 1s Craved, and that which they would be very Thanktully Content with. 
And the Reaſonableneſs and Modeſty of this Propoſal, they Humbly Submit, and Hope for its Acceptation : In regard, 

What 1s pray d for, is not to promote a Selfiſh and Private, but a Publick and National Intereſt : For the Retiners 
.are not a Corporation, nor do they deſire tobe ſo, nor would they promote any Monopoly whatſoever : So that what- 
-ever Incouragement this Honourable Houſe ſhall think fit to give, All may partake of it, that will. And allo, 

What they pray for, may be granted them without the Prejudice of any Engli/i-Intereſt whatſoever, and to the 
Advantage of all : And it will eſpecially Accommodate the Importers of Sugar from the Plantations : For, by Setting 
the Engli/h upon an Equality with the Foreign Refiners, the Buyers at Home are ſet free from thoſe Reſtraints they lay 
-under, and thereby are Multiplied : And an Increaſe of Buyers make always, 1n all Commodities, an Increaſe of Price. 

The Intereſt which ſeems_to have moſt the Aſpect of betngTmmred hereby, 1s the Revenue : And yet that cannot 
ſuffer by it in the leaſt : Fgr every Hundred of Refined Sugar that-ſhall be Exported more, for this Incouragement, 
there will three Hundred = ge Exported by timliflarg—d whcttrer -<-— w. R "TO 
Engliſh Refiner Tor one —_—_ r 6 s. 9d. to the Foreigner for three Hundred of Brown, 1s Equal to a 
Demonſtration ; but if this Honourable Houſe ſhould think fit not to allow the full Proportion, whatever 1s abated 
'thereof is all gained to the Revenue. _ | 

"To ftand upon Equal Terms with Foreigners, ſo as to be able to afford our Refined Sugars, at Foreign Markets, 
as Cheap as they can, is all that is aimed at, and that by pure dint of Induſtry and Emulation we may gain upon 
them. The Engliſh Refiners have often and long ſtruggled for a Foreign Trade, and had got footing once in the 
Norway, Eaſt-Country, Italian and Turkey-Trade ; but the Dutch, Hamburghers, &c. beat us out of it, by reaſon of their 
Advantages in the large Draw-backs : And now, fince the i\mall Draw-back, lately allowed, The Refiners turned 
| Adventurers themſelves ; and have laid a Foundation for a conſiderable Trade into Spain and [taly, and ſome to Turkey, 
' by Refined Sugars in Powder : And the Dutch, who generally Exported in Loaf, are now altering their Methods, to 
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Export in Powder, as now begun by the Englih : And will ſoon beat us out of this new revived Trade, as formerl 

they did from thoſe and other Places : Unleſs this Honourable Houſe ſhall think fit to give Relief ; and which at this 

time will be the more ſeaſonable, fince by the having of it, our Competitors may be prevented : Which is much eafier 
than to Retrieve, when Loſt. But the Whole, asto Time, Manner, Proportion, gc. is humbly Submitted to the 

Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe. 

An tainly no Intereft can Oppoſe ſo reaſonable a Propoſal, from any went they can apprehend from it, to them- 
ſelves 3®Md the doing of it without Reaſon, looksas if they acted from this Principle, That the Manufatture of Refining of 
Sugar ſhall be Extirpated ; and as if they aimed at no other End, than dividing this Manufafture, betwixt the F oretgner, for the 
Refining | roi and themſelves, for the Claying part, and to reſerve the Enghlith Market intirely for themſelves; and yet they 


are not above Fifteen or Twenty in Number, 
If ſo, it's very unkind to all the Sugar Plantations befides; and who Import, poſſibly, in Quantity, Thirty Nine 
parts in Forty, in Brown Sugar : And very ill agrees with that part they have undertaken, of managing an Inte- 
reſt on behalf of all the Sugar Plantations, when all the Sugar Plantations, except themſelves, ſhall be neceffitated to 
depend Chiefly, if not Only, upon the Foreign Buyers ; and if thus Unkind to them, it's leſs to be wondered, that 
they have ſo little regard to the Intereſts of the Kingdom, in depriving it of its ManufaQure, that is ſo apt and pro- 
per a Mean, for increafing Navigation, and promoting of many other Manufa&ures : The many Inſtances to prove 
this laſt part, would be endleſs : It may ſuftice, that Foreigners of all Parts, where they have had Experience, nay, 
but a Taſte of this Manufature, do Hug and Embrace 1t ; and not to mention Dutch, Hamburgers, &c. which have 
been touched upon already. The French in their Plantations did at firſt take that wrong ſtep of Manufacturing of 
Sugars upon the Place : And there being Refining Houſes in France, in many parts thereof, the Refiners madetheir 
Application to the Government, complaining of the Injury it had, inits tendency to the Navigation and ManufaQure 
of France 3 and a ſpeedy Remedy was ordered, that a very high Duty, amounting almoſt to a Prohibition, was laid 
2 on it, when Imported : And one Inſtance more may be touched upon, That there was formerly above Forty 
houſand Loaves of Sugar Exported, from England into French Flangers, in one Year ; and the Refiners then Com- 

plaining thereof, and altho' the Cuftom at that time was Farmed out, there was immediately 2 d. per Pound Duty | 

laid upon it, on purpoſe to keep it out, and which it EffeCtually did. , |
